WliiU will tht* tcKlftliiture (In for thi> flchoola? Tho 
answer to x\\^i^ (iUf'iUoti is of groat huiMirlnm^e to the 
pooplo whose Olio jikI om'-thlnl nillllou chllilroix aro In 
tho pnhlic Hclioolfl, ami It is of vital Ininortaneo lo the 
future of llio Sta'.u itself. 

It la a well kuikwa fact that Illinola does not rank 
as Iilt'h aH It Hliould anions the ntatOH of tho tJnlon In 
tho atanihirils of oUiicatlonal cfllcl'Micy. Thorefore, aov- 
©ral bllU have hoeu lulroilucod !n thiH GBth General An- 
Hemhly that have tho common pnrpo.se of rabhiR tlie.so 
Htandanla Hllehtly. Th'-no b'lhi aro really the rclatod 
parts of a dollnito plan for solnml improvomont, and tho 
plan rocognizt'S Homo of the fundamental factors of 
educational efficiency: or Instance. lonRth of ndiool 
term, resulnr atlondaaco. quality of toachlng senMce. 
and nuanclal ability of school districts to mnlnlalu 
roasonablQ standards. 

In order that all children may receive a good com- 
mon school education, they should be snarauteod at 
least oifiht months of school oach yt-ar. This minimum 
torm. which Is really less than tho average for they 
Slate, Is provided In House mil No. 307 hy Mr. Rohiu- 
son. But providing eight months of school will bo help- 
ful ouly If tho pupils aro prosout. Senate Hill No. 150 
by Mr. Cuthbertson. which was passed and sent to ibo 
Governor on March 37. codifies and clarllles the attend- 
ance laws, makes them mure easily enforced, and then^ 
fore will cause moro regular attudance. Tint. If every 
child Is to got tho full bonotit of eight montha regular 
attendance, the teaching service must he of high qual- 
ity. Koiiato nill No. li:t hy Mr. Cnthbertsou nil^ios 
slightly the inlnimuin roqnirenionls for cortKlcatlou and 
win nsBuro bettor train'.Hl loachors In the future. In- 
creased appropriatian.H for the Stale Normal Schools 
will also help stengthon this Imirertant factor of school 
efficiency. 

Finally, since many districts with numorou.^ chil- 
dren and little weallli cannot keep their schools up to 
roasouahle and necossary standards, the .state distribu- 
tive school fund mu.>t !>■» Increased to give the less able 
districts more sL:ile aid. House Bill No. 201 by Mr. 
Waller provides an appropriation of Sirt.OOD.OOO a year 
to the state school fund, which Is estimated as th'-* 
amount uecesaary to iwy iu full the claims of the dis- 
tricts for state aid under the new ami improved dis- 
tributive law. 

The 5Gth General Assenihly now In session Is giv- 
ing sorfous consideration to the several hills for school 

improven>ent listed above

INTERNATIONAL PROBLEMS 
The recent sinking of the rum-running British ves- 
sel "I'm Alone" by the United States Coast Guard craft 
in tho Gulf of Mesicci, the statement by Secretar>' Mel- 
lon that the sinking Is justUiahlc and tho report that 
protests will he lodged by the British and Canadian 
governments, brings up tho intorosling thought of what 
might happen If tho llnited States becomes a membtsr 
of tho League World Court Iu case we wore confronted 
with aimiliir cases.- 

Certainly most Americans will agree that the Unit- 
ed States la jusllflod in pn.>lecting Itself so far as possi- 
ble against rum-ninning boats and ships carr>-ing drugs 



when thoao try to land their cargoes In tho United 
States. It American lioolleggers and ninirunnurs aro 
to bo apprehended whonovor possible, certainly thoro la 
no excnao for UoalUiB loafl gently with the foreign varlo- 

But this brings the Interoatlug qtH^Mlon n» to how 
fluch Incidents, becoming Intornutlonal In Importance, 
would ho handled by tho World Court. It Is to bo ro- 
memborod that tho other nations of tho world do not 
have prohibition laws and are not In sympathy with our 
atlempta to make America a bone-dry nation. This lack 
of sympathv Is not due to any regard for our own "lib- 
erals" but la due rather to tho fact that thei'o nations 
formerlv Imported a lot of liquor Into tho Uultod 
States. It becomes apparent therefore that Iu case the 
World Court wore called on to decide liny question re- 
garding our right to deal with rum runners and drug 
vendors on the high seas, the court In Us sympathy at 
least would bo overwhelmingly against us, It would 
not bo a case of Groat Britain having one vote or six 
votes of her own against us. It would he n ease of 
Uncle Sam against the world. 

There are other questions on which we aland alono, 
among them tho question of Immigration which Is 
bound to become uu)re ncutn If America continues to 
prosper and Euroi>o continues to renuiln deprossod. 
Here Is another case where tho sentiment of not ono 
nation hut of practically all of the other nations would 
IHJ against us. Tho question of tariffs Is another. 

Of course It will ho argued that even If we onlor 
tho court and tho cards are sumo time stacked against 
us wo can always withdraw. This la true, hut In case 
we were to make a gesture toward withdrawing the out- 
crv of "quitted" and "falling to do your duty lo tho 
world" which would go up not only In Kuropo hut In 
our own Internationalist quarters would bo loud enough 
to be heard on the planet Mars. * 

Fortunately, however, the Senate when tho World 
Court resolution was adopted, very wisely Included 
re.servatlonR which it was bellovcd would safeguard tho 
United States. When the resolution comes up for re- 
consideration the Senate will have the opportunity of 
pa'^siug on It again and there Is no reason to believe 
that tlie Senate will not examine tho question In a sane 
manner with the best Interests of the nation at heart,

Tuberculosis In ChlldPffn 

In ISSi Robert Koch made the dis- 
covery that tuhorculodis wan caused 
by a germ and since that lime tuher- 
culoals has lieen known as an In- 
fectious as' welt as a contagious dis- 
ease. 

This germ of tuberculosis la n 
minute bacillus one-nvc thou3an<!ili 
of un Inch In length. It is more re- 
flislant to drying than most disease 
germs, and can remain alive in dried 
sputum as long as from one to six 
months. However these perms of 
tuherculoHls are readily killed by di- 
rect sunlight, which shows us the 
neces.sliy for plenty of sunlight In 
prevention as well aa in the cure of 
the disease. 

Infection occurs in moat ca.^ea from 
the Inhalation of dual particles, drli'd 
sputum, or infectious droplcss con- 
taining the germs which are expelled 
in coughing, aneozing. or ev-^n while 
tnikiug. By coughing and apUtlng, 
one patient nuiy discharge aa many 
as a billion germs In 2i hours. 
Disease Is Acquired 

Children are never born with 
tuberculosis. It is nlwuya acquired 
after birth. In fact, the Infection can 
take place with the Hrat brealbs of 
the new-horn baby. when It Is 
handled or nursed by some ono with 
open tuherculoals. About CO per 
; cent of all children are Infected when 



from dust, and with all the aunlighl 
available. No nurso or aorvunt should 
ho employed for the cure of cliildveu 
who has not b('en exumlUfd fitv tuber- 
culosis. A child should never bo al- 
lowed to renmin with the tiapuit or 
granfiparciit who hnU a chronic 
cough, or Ho-calleil bronchltl". wliUh 
may lie tuhcrcnIosI.H. A child should 
never be allow, d to play »» •I1'*'V 
noors or strerus where there . In 
danger of infection from dual nr 
ttputum is Kreat.
